“Gordon feared for him- 
self and the safety of his 
family, so he told no one,” 
says Smith, a university 
lecturer. 

“He also thought he’d 
be branded a nut case and 
lose his job.” 

The stocky aviation en- 
gineer decided to unload 
his grim secret burden on 
Smith after hearing him 
lecture on the Kennedys. 

An expert on Douglas 
DC3 planes, Gordon re- 
vealed that he was hired 
by a small company 
named Woburn, Inc., 
which was selling its last 
DC3 at Red Bird Air Field 
in Dallas. 

“I was asked to help the 
new owner's pilot give the 
plane a thorough final 
service,” he recalls. The 
guy said he’d been a high- 
ranking officer in the 
Cuban Air Force before 
defecting. 

“He was friendly and 
we respected each other’s 
work. He ate the sand- 
wiches I brought him 
from the airport restau- 
rant, but he didn’t want to 
be seen around with me.” 
The mystery pilot 
dropped his bombshell on 
Thursday, Nov. 21, 1963. 


“Hank, they’re going to 
kill your president,” he 
said. 

The atmosphere in- 
stantly turned cold and 
tense. “You mean Presi- 
dent Kennedy?” Gordon 
asked, stunned. 

The pilot nodded sol- 
emnly. 

“I was a mercenary, 
hired by the CIA to work 
on planning for the Bay of 
Pigs invasion,” he said. 

“I was there with many 
of my friends who died. 

They died because 
Robert Kennedy talked 
JFK out of sending the air 
cover he’d agreed to. It 
left indescribable hurt 
and anger.” 

'Just like I fold yoi / 

Sickened by what he’d 
just heard, Gordon 
croaked: “Is that why 
they’re going to kill the 
president?” 

The pilot then revealed 
that JFK’s brothers were 
targets, too. 

The next morning, he 
told Gordon: “My boss 
wants to return to Flori- 
da. ..they want Robert 
Kennedy real bad.” 

On his way to the res- 
taurant a few hours later, 
an airport, truck driver 
shouted to Gordon: The 
president’s been shot!” 

The ashen-faced engi- 
neer first froze in his 
tracks, then raced back to 
the DC3, which was fueled 
and ready for takeoff. 

“I heard it from the fuel 
truck driver,” the pilot 
said calmly. “It’s all going 
to happen just like I told 
you.” 

Ted Kennedy is still 
alive today, says Smith, 
because he ruined any 
chance of becoming presi- 
dent when Mary Jo 
Kopechne drowned at 
Chappaquiddick. 
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Too bad that 
those who know
